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Total allotted time: 90 min 


Following a 5 min preamble by the chairperson each speaker should 
talk for no more than 20 min, leaving. 5 min for discussion after 
each talk plus an additional 10 min at the end. Talks should 
give an up-to-date synopsis of the topic but should also be more 
speculative and provocative than Symposium presentations, in 
order to stimulate discussion consistent with the "Round Table" 
format. 
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
